and this ideal of "r society, .of solidarity, of justice, of brother¬ 
hood', nan only be realised hy the destruction, done in defiance 
of all legality, of existing institutions. . 

*■ To offer to the workers' tliis ideal-to ,-put the broader^ 
interests of the future-before those narrower and immediate ; to 
. render the adaptation to present conditions impossible ; to wprk 
always for the propaganda,,and for action that will lead to and 
, ■ ' will accomj^ish-the Revolution—the'se are the objects we as 
* Anarchists should strive for both-in and out of the'Unions; 

Trade Unionism cannot dp this, or can do but little, of. it; .it 
has to reckorrwith present interests, and .these interests are not 
'. always, alas'.! those of. the Revolution. It must not too far 
exceed legal bounds, and it must-at given mpments treat with 
the-masters and the authorities. It must concern itself vvitli 
, the interests of sections of the workers rather than the, intei’ests 
of the public, the interests of the Unions ratli.^^ than the 
interests o£ the mass of the .workers and the unemployed.' 'If it 
does not do this, it has no" specific reason for existence; it would 

_then-only include the Anarchists, or at most the Socialists, and 

would" so lose its principal^ utility, which is to educate and 
■ hahitu.ate to the struggle the masses that lag'behind. 

■ Besides, since the-Unions must remain open to all those who 
desire tq win from the masters better conditions of life, what-, 
ever their opinions'may be"on the general constitution of society, 

■ hey are naturally led t®-m.oderate their aspirations, first so that 
' '"•'X sih&uld not frighten away those they wish to'have with 
....em, aud'next'hecauSe," 7 ii proportion as humbefs incr^se,those 
Avith ideas who have initiated the-movement remain buried in 
a majority that is only occupied wfth the petty interests of the 
monitint; ' 

Thus one can see developing in all Unions, that have-reached 
a certain posuion of influence, a tendency to assure, in accord 
,.ivith rather than against the nifisters. a privileged situation for 
tlieifiselves,’and so create difficulties of ehtraime for new 
' “inembers, and for the admission'df app.renfices in the factories; 
■a tendency to amass large' funds that afterwards they are afraid 
of compromising ; to- seek the favour of public powers; to be 
itb&orb'edrabove all, in cooperation,and mutual benefit schemes 
and to become at last conservatiye elements in society. 

After having stated .this, it seems "clear to me that tlie 
Syndicalist movement cannot replace, the Anarchist movement, 
and that it can^^ervC as^a means ol education and of revolu-^ 
tionary-'-pi^eparatipn only if it is .acted on by the Anarchistic 
i inpulse, action, and criticism. 

Anarchists, then, ought to abstain from identifying them¬ 
selves with the Syndicalist movement, and to consider as an aim 

- tliat which is but one of the means of propaganda and of action 
lliat the*y can utilise. They should remain in the Syndicates as 
^elements giving an onward impulse, and strive to make of them 
as much as possible instruments of combat in view of the Social 
Revolution. They should w'ork to develop in the Syndicates all 
that which can augment its educative influence and it's com- 
l)ative:(j(BSS,—the propaganda' of ideas, the forcible strike, the 
spirit of proselytism, the distrust and hatred of the authorities and 
of the politicians, thp practice of solidarity towards individuals 
and groups in conflict with the masters. They should combat all 
that which tends to render them egoistic, pacific, conservative',— 
professional pride and the narrow spirit of the corporate 
body, heavy contributions and the accumulation of 'invested 
capital, the service of benefits and of assurance,„confidence in 
the good, offices of the State,, good relationship with masters, the 

— ' appointment of bureaucratic officials, paid and permanent. ■ 

On these. conditions the participation of Anarchists in the 
^Labour'inovemqnt will liave good results, but only on these 
conditions, ' • 

These tactics will sometimes appear to be, and even may 
i-eally be, hurtful to the^ imm.ediate interests of some groups ; 
but that does not matter when it is a question of the Anarchist 


cause,—that is to say, pE the general and permanent interests of 
humanity. We ceftamly^wisli, while waiting for the Re’\*‘olution, 
■to, wrest fram..CJoYernments and from employers as much liberty 
and wellbeing as possible; but we 'would not corqpromise the 
future for some mo'mentary advantages, which besides are often 
illusory or gained at the expense of other workei-s. 

; Ijet UB beware of ourselves. The error of having, abandoned 
the Ijabour.movement has done an immense injury to Anarchism, 
but at least it leaves unaltered the.distinctive cliaractei*. ^ ' 
The error of confounding the Anarchist movement with 
Trade Unionism would be stiU more grave. -That will happen 
us wkic'h-happened to the Social Democrats as soon .as they 
went into the Parliamentary struggle. They gained ip numerical 
force, butr^l^y becoming each- day less Socialistic. We also 
would become more numerous, but. we should cease to be 
■Anarcllist.. ' ' ‘ E. Malatesta.

Anarchists and Syndicalists v. Socialists and 

the Slate. . ■ 


In Italy, at -any irate^ the politicians are losing their hold 
on the- people, an^ the general outlines of revolution ^r© 
beginning to show ithemselves. The events of the past month 
deserve eiose examination; this cannot be given here, but the 
most important points can be noted, and .a general ide^oUthe 
situation given. | ' ' 

But first it uiu^t be recalled that at th e'- last Socialist 
Congress the gulf,‘between the Centre and the Left [yawned so 
deep that* the Centie (headed . by Ferri) ■ shrank in confusion 
into the open arms I of the Right, or Reformists, leaving a 
minority to call itself! Revolutionist, Socialist, or Syndicalist, as 
it thought "fib. The party—that is, the majority—would have 
fiotbifi|f to'do^ith'the UevoiUbiolaary aspirations of the Syndi¬ 
calists, and tried to jiguore' the Syndicalist'C om gross held soon 
after, at which secession Iroui the party was decided on. It did 
not need much insigh^ to foreseV that in thus insisting on the 
absorbing importance' of Parliamentary action the Socialist 
Party was losing its Only driving energy. ' Then the Junior 
Socialist Party seceded from the iparent organisation, and the 
only hope of the lattdr was left in the Labour Confederation, a 
centralisation of Tradb Unions brought about by the arbitrary, 
action of Union officials' in league with the Socialist Party. 
Let us watch the part played by the Con-federation and the 
party in the events of last month. ' 

‘ A sllrike'of gatworkers was just over at Milan, and nothing 
remained to be done but pay off' the blacklegs and smuggle,: 
them out of the city. As it happened, however, the payiug off 
took so long that instead of getting the trainload of them,away 
while everybody was busy at work, it was discovered by em¬ 
ployees of.the neighbouring factories as it came out of the gas¬ 
works dpr^icg their dinner-hour. It vyas at'bhce made the 
subject of a hostile demoustratiou, a 'few" windows being, 
emashed. An irate officer of Carabineers who was in charge ojf 
the train (they were not State gasworks, but somehow the 
V proprietors and the State got mixed) alighted at a hSfe distance,- 
took charge of a squad near the line,,and the end of it was that 
between, them they managed tq fire over a hundred shots on 
the unprepared crowd, seven men falling seriously‘wounded. 

^ ■ An d now notice what happened, fur-it was the occasion of , 
many subseqaent lies'. The people of Milan stopped work, and - 
only after the , city was obviously and incorrigibly on .stx'ike 
did the Labour authorities allow a general strike to be declared. 
Next day, indeed, part in a mass meeting and tried 

' to win credit .for the party, but he was chased Home through 
the streets. The Coifederation its own heavy way announced 
that'now the strike had beeii successful, everybody should go-• 
back tp work .nnd leave the rest to the politicians. It also 
advised other cities not to follow the rash example of Milan. > 
Nevertheless, most of the cities of NorthTtaly did follow that 
example, Turin, indeed, starting a definite struggl^ with her 
'capitalists, replying .with a second forty-eight houj strike to 
their twenty-four hour lock-out, ■ . 

But the'whole interest of the ,country soon became concen¬ 
trated on the railway men. It piust be remembered that the 
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railways in Italy are State-owned and State-Jnanaged,. and'that, 
under a tecerit law against which the railway men made a noble 
but ii^^Pbctive protest, any nlan voluntarily qaitiiing work for 

• over twenty-four hours has to consider himself dismissed with- 

notice, and i'a liable to other punishments. In . 
the Milan section-alone 4j000 ihen went, out in sympathy with 
tne city; in all, spme 7,000 men defied the law.; -They returned 
to work at their convenience, thus defying the la-w a second 
time. Then the country realised that it was facing a crisis.. 
Many thought, that a revolution was imminent, and it is not 
overrating the influence of the Socialist Party to say that tlieir 
action alone averted it.- Their attitude was almost too farcical 
. to he taken seriously. Th^ maintained that because the men 
had been allowed to return to work np'legal action could be 
taken against them, and implored'the Government to be lenient, 
to the impulsiveness of thoughtless working men (lavoratm'i 
. inGoscefiti). The, railway men^s sections in all parts of the 
country declared themselves ready for energetic action; but the 
powcF'-of the .party and the Confederation and >the Socialist 
Press prevailed, and by 7 votes to 2 (with 2 abstentions) their 
executive declared that the tinie was not ripe to precipitate 
each, a rejdlutiouary movement as a general strike at that 
moment would inevitably hkve- been. 1-n the same resolution • 
they declared that the weakness of their decision was due to 
" the betrayal of the workers by the Confederation and the party, 
and suggested that the sections should, consider the advisability 
of quitting the Confederation. The actual question now being 
considered by the sections, however, includes the Jlesirability of 
a stronger'executive. ! . 

...Before the Government took any action there werq extreme 
expressions of political feeling from all quarters. The party of 
order Datqrg.ljy deipande*fl a military dictatorship and the milita¬ 
risation of the railway men; some Socialist societies declared 
for an-armed generabstrike; while the Sodialist Party was for 
leaving all to the leniency of the Government, and issueU 
furious articles j|gainst general strikes;'aud railway strikes in 
particular. The Government finally acted on the advice of the 
Socialists and ordered the dismissal of sixteen men. The 
Socialists jumped on these men” as martyrs, .and offered -their 
gratuitons services for legal proceedlBgs['agaipsfc the State j the 
■ railway men^s Union offered ‘’theig. posts, as organisers for ^a 
strike to be declared at the first opportunity; and so, for the 
moment, the affair fizzled out. • . ' 

. But, like the truly ;,dr»matic action it has been, it. leaves all 
concerned in a very altered state of mind: It has shown the 
workers what t o exp ect from the Socialist Party and the Con- 
federatioti, and, more clearly thah ever before, that they do nob 
require orders ifrom above when there is anything to bte done. 

It has also proved that the railway men are to be depended on,,.. 
that the “ Revolution ’’.O'f 'the Socialists is a worn-out phrase, and 
that the Anarchists and Syndicalists are the only inen of action 
in the country; ^ For their part, they must have realised.more 

• ■ clearly than ever that the spirit of the people is rising above the 
ballot-boxes of a discredited ..party, stnd that 7,000 men do not 

• defy the powers of the Sta,te (and that simply to show their 
. solidarity with their fellow-workers) without there .being a 

corresponding readiness for siicb action througbout the country.
